And that the géneral use of autobuses 
even in the great cities of Burope is not 
without its drawbacks may be judged by 
the experience of London, where the terri- 
ble record of the motor'drawn vehicles as 
mankillers has caused the appointment of a 
special committee to investigate the subject 
and recommend regulations hy which the

HE official record recently given out by 
the English home secretary shows that 
during 1912 the motor buses killed 167 peo- 
ple inside the metropolitan police district. 
In the same year the street cars killed only 
87. For the first six months of the present 
year the record is even worse—motorbuses 
87, street care 22. The list of injured dur- 
ing the same periods would do credit to a 
great battle. The motorbuses were respon- 
sible for 2,500 injuries in 1012 and the 
street cars for 2,308. For the first half.of 
1918 the figures stand: Motorbuses, 1,485; 
street care, 1,415. 

The people injured by the two agencies 
is not far from the same in number. But 
the motorbuses kill four times as many 
people. Just why they should be so much 
more deadly is hard to understand.
